Bechtel Who is Suspected of 


Killing His Sister 


Killed Himself In Prison at the 


Allentown Jail 


Police Regard the Suicide as a Full Confession But 


the Whole Family is Now Accused of the 


Pretty Girl's Murder. 


Allentown, Pa., Oct. 30.—Thomas 


Beehtel, who was held awaiting inves- 
tigation of the murder ol his sister, 
Mabel H. Bechtel, at their home com- 
mitted suicide last evening fa his cell. 
The police consider this- as acknowl- 
edgement of Bechtel's giiilt. ,At • 4 
o'clock he called across the corridor 
to Alfred 
Eckstein, Miss Bechtel's 


affianced lover, who Is also held pend- 
ing the Coroner's inquest: "Hello, Al, 
are you there?" 


"Yes," answered Eckstein. 
Bechtel responded: "I wish you were 


here with me now, that we might die 
together." 


These were the last words heard

from Bechtel, who cub.his throat with 
a knife. He was dead when found. 


How he got the knife is not known. 


There is a rumor that a newsboy 
passed the .knife to him in the cell. 


Bechtel was a single man and 30 


years of age. He was a laborer. He 
was a hard drinker and when intoxi- 
cated was easily angered and prone to 
fight. 
He was of powerful physique 


and possessed great courage. 


Intense excitement prevailed at po- 


lice 
headquarters. 
Dense 
crowds 


pressed against the windows and doors 
and filled the street for half a block 
each- way. 


The police" denied that a newsboy 


spirited the knife into Bechtel's cell 
and also that relatives and friends had 
been in the cell with him. They can- 
not account for Thomas's possession

Until recently 
he was rector of Saint Mark's church, 
Cleveland: but becoming" devoted to 
the special work of holding parochial 
missions, he took another rectorship 
not so confining, which permits him to 
give a portion of his time to tne 
broader field. He is said to be a very 
strong preacher, of remarkable clear- 
ness and convincing power, quite dra- 
matic in style. Everywhere his preach- 
ing has irawn great crowds. At the 
request of the jector of Trinity he has 
consented to address the Y. M. C. A. 
also, the afternoon of Sunday, Novem- 
ber 16. 


A "mission"' is intended to stir up 


interest in religion, to explain its doc- 
trines and claims, and to give spiritual 
help to all desiring it. It is not a "re- 
Tival," in the technical sense, and no 
effort is made to "convert" people by 
working unduly on their emotions or 
by harrowing up their souls with grue- 
some harangues 
In the Episcopal 


church, the terms "revival" and "con- 
version" are used in their natural, lit- 
eral sense; not with the meaning com- 
monly ascribed to them. But the best 
way to find out what a "mission" is 
like, is to go and see. 


If people that do not believe !n reli- 


gion, or that nave given up much con- 
sideration of it. or that imagine it is 
obsolete or childish, or Joyless, will 
hear Dr. Llovd. they certainly will be 
.set to doing some solid, profitable 
thinking.
